Premier Lejnlne Returns 


Premier Lenine has returned to Pet- 


rograd and is.reported to be taking an 
important part in guiding the negotia- 
tions with the Central powers, although 
avoiding the limelight. 
Some extrem- 


ists are dissatisfied with foreign Mini- 
ster Trotsky's conduct of negotiations, 
thinking he is too willing to meet the 
German views and they suggest that 
Lenine take his place at future confer- 
ences. 


The Germans are doing their utmost 


to stop fraternization at the front. He 
interprets this to mean that the Bol- 
sheviki propaganda is having its ef- 
fect among the German soldiers.

Offers to Legislature 


Gov. Philipp replied that the law for 


the Sunday closing of saloons has been 
on the statute books since territorial 
dayo; that it had never been enforced 
and that by common consent the mat- 
ter had been left to each community to 
settle the issue. 


In order to settle the question he 


offered to submit the proposition as 
to whether this statute should be en- 
forced, to the 
special 
session of the 


legislature. 
To this the 
anti-liquor 


forces agreed. 


Rescind Their Request 


Then came a banquet of the anti- 


liquor forces at Neenah, where the 
matter wus discussed.

part in the negotiations. There is some dissatisfaction in 
Petrograd with the way in which Foreign Minister Trotzky 
has 
conducted 
negotiations. 
Trptzky's campaign of 


propaganda among the German soldiers is said to be grow- 
ing in effect and the German military authorities are doing 
all in their power to check it. 


Meanwhile German political and military leaders have 


been having hurried conferences in Berlin. 
The crown 


prince has returned to the German capital and he, with 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg, General von Ludendorff and 
Chancellor von -Hertling, has conferred with the emperor. 


The recall by the emperor of the assistant to the Ger- 


man foreign secretary at the Brest-Litovsk meeting indi- 
cates that the conferences may have had to do with the 
peace negotiations, the conduct of which has caused -much 
political furore in Germany during the last two weeks. 


Chancellor von Hertling is expected to address the 
• 


main committee of the reichstag on Wednesday and prob- 
ably will answer the recent war-aim statement of President 
Wilson and Premier Lloyd-George. 


The basin of the Don river has been cleared of Cos- 


sack troops by Bolsheviki soldiers, according to an official 
announcement. The Bolsheviki are also said to have taken 
Ekaterinoslav, a stronghold of the Ukraine. 


Russian sailors in Sebastopol are reported to have killed 


and lynched more than 62 of their officers, including four 
admirals. The town of Kilia has been looted by Russian 
soldiers, who set fire to buildings after robbing houses and 
shops, causing the population to flee in terror. 


David R. Francis, the American ambassador to Russia, 


in a New Year's message to the Russian people, reminds 
them that a separate peace with Germany would rob them 
of the results of the revolution. President Wilson's mes- 
sage is greeted with divided opinion by the leading Bolshe- 
viki newspapers. Ambassador Francis says the message is 
the best greeting he can give Russia from America. 


Patrol encounters at several points and artillery activ-

TROUBLE SOURCE STAYS 


No Effort Made to Improve 


Conditions Claim 


Workers 


Trade unionists in Portland, Oregon, 


are using as propaganda the report 
of the president's mediation commis- 
sion on the strike of paper mill work- 
ers against the Crown Willamette Pa- 
per company, which acknowledged that 
wages were too low "in some instan- 
ces," but refused arbitration offers by 
the governor of the state and the 
president's commission. 


In answer to the company's 
claim 


that the strike is over the commission 
shows tht.t the same conditions that 
caused the strike still exist and that 
probabilities of industrial disturbance 
have not been removed. 


"Even though the company claims to 


have established normal 
conditions," 


continues the commission, "it still finds 
it 
necessary 
to maintain an armed 


guard. 
Moreover this arrmed 
guarrd 


consists of state officers, as the com- 
mission is informed, in the private pay 
of the company. 


"The source of the difficulty is that 


the controlling influence of the com- 
pany persist in a labor policy which 
refuses to make any concession in re- 
sponse to a demand collectively made 
by employes even though such a de- 
mand be a just one. 
Protestations of 


patriotism by'the company have been 
many and are doubtlessly . sincere. It 
is not a question of sincerity. It is a 
matter of business attitude nt a time 
when the business attitude concerns 
the country. 


"In its present attitude the company 


is disregarding 
modern standards of 


industrial 
adjustment 
and is 
unre- 


sponsive to enlightened conceptions of 
patriotism by business men. The guid- 
ing consideration of the company is an 
unchallenged control over it's employes 
leading to a refusal to rectify conced- 
ed evils or to discuss possible exist- 
ing industrial maladjustments for fear 
that such concession or such discus- 
sion may be deemed a yielding to the 
power of an organization of employes 
who are urging an adjustment of such 
evils."

1917 was the most successful year 


in the history of Swedish athletics 
both from the viewpoint of general in- 
terest and of performances. Twenty- 
two new Swedish records were estab- 
lished and four of these being at the 
same time, new world's records. Three 
of these world record 
performances 


were the work of. John Zander, the 
phenomenal long-distance man whose 
defeat of Ted Meredith at 1,000 met- 
ers in the Stockholm Stadium in Oct- 
ober, 1916, will be recalled. A. Bolin, 
who tied with Zander on that occasion 
in 2:31.2, equalling the world's rec- 
ord, hss two of the new Swedish re- 
cords to his credit, and Zander has 
three, apart from his world's records. 
Both Zander and Bolin are special 
pupils of Ernie Hjertberg. 


Zander's world's records 
are: ) ,500 


meters, 3:54.7; 3,000 meters 8:35.7; 
2,000 meters, 5:31. 
His best perform- 


ance was the 1,500 meter run, which 
Zander ran alone. The former record 
3:55.8 was helj by Abel Kiviat. Zan- 
der clipped no less than 5.2 seconds 
from Attila's record in the 2.000 rnetjer 
ran, and nine-tenths of a second from 
the 3,000 meter figures. The

world's record to go was for throwing 
the javelin, best throw with each hand, 
in which Yngrvg Hackner set a record 
of 114.28 meters.

38 miles an hour with an eight cylin- 
der motor. 
She is one of the fastest 


steppers in her class to T>e produced 
in 1917. She is used on Ohio waters 
during the summer and taken to Flor- 
ida in the winter where her owner 
maintains a winter home. "Sylvia" is 
equipped with a refrigerator, lavatory 
facilities and ail the comforts of home.
